1960 American Motors line Oct. 1. Dwight reports good
floor traffic and a great deal of interest in the new cars.

There is now a four-door sedan on the 100 inch wheel-
base ‘“American” line and three new 9-passenger, four-
door station wagons have been added but are not yet
available, PRICES, you will be glad to hear, reflect no
increases. This is indeed good news after several years
on the escalator. Starting at $1620 for the Metropolitan
hardtop and running to a high of $3282 for the custom
four-door, six-passenger station wagon, this line offers
something for almost every buyer.

CORVAIR IS THE STARLET on the automotive
gcene. This glamorous little lady is assured of stardom.
We predict great public acclaim for this latest entry by
CHEVROLET. This girl has the proportions to make
every eye turn and styling to cause them to linger. Not
a believer in the phrase “Its whats up front that counts,” |
Chevrolet engineers have done a masterful job in design-
ing the rear-engine powerplant. Air cooled and using an
aluminum block, this compact little engine delivers 80-
plus horgsepower. From the performance characteristics
noted in a test drive, it delivers them to the wheels, where
they DO count. Ted Green, happy as a skunk eating cab-
bage, says their only problem is supply. PRICES on the
Jocal level start with a low of about $2150 for a stripped
four-door in the cheaper line to around $2600 for the up-
per line with Powerglide, radio, heater, and other extras.

Finish
and interior trims are absgolutely beautiful, a matter that
will impress the ladies. PRICES on the regular Chevrolet
line also remain unchanged, with even a few reductions
on major equipment items,

FORD-FALCON-THUNDERBIRD is next. Sched-
uled for Oct. 8 showing, this line will surprise you. In
addition to their new small FALCON, Ford has a lot
in store for you in major styling changes. Long ago I
began to suspect my judgement in these matters, T am
the guy who thought the fins on the 1948 Cadillac abso-
lutely ridiculous ‘and that the silly looking wrap-around
windshields featured in 1954, would last no longer than |
one model run.
